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1. Introduction 


The Parent Advocacv Program for this vear started on Februarv 1994 
untill the end of Januarv 1995. 


My caseload remains the same, 15 parents. My primary responsibility 
was to work with the parents of Luis Munoz Marin Middle School, 
that were in the Academic Continuance Program. This included having 
an active caseload of parents, coordinatig and/or presenting 
workshops to parents, school administrators, other school personnel 
and the students. Other duties were to be assigned to me as needed. 


Nevertheless, I offered services to a good amount of non-caseload 
parents. These parents were reffered to me by The Home School Coun- 
cil, The Principal Mr. Lopez, Guidance Counselors, or by direct 
contact at the school. This type of service started to developt 
the other parents find out, that there was a Parent Advocator in 
the school, inmediatly they came in contact with me with a variety 
of problems. 


The main problems that I encountered were, family orientation, 
tutoring for their children, employment orientation, education, 
E.S.L., G.E.D.,financial aid, and personal counseling. 


In some of the cases I was able to solve the problems trought the 
means of our agency. In other cases I reffered them to other Social 
Agencies,Trade Schools, Colleges or Universities, but not a single 
parent walk out of my office without a solution or alternative. 


As a result of these services 3 parents started College education, 
four already have their High School equivalency diploma, and six 
were refereed for job placement. 


Therefore, I understand that the Parent Advocacy Program have 
proved the neccesity of more programs like this in the public 
schools. 


11. Hightlights 


The hightlights of the program are innovative, efforts that are 
being directed at helping students by having a handle on home 
situations and needs that may hinder student developtment in 
schoo; This has come through the work done with the parents. 


Through the workshops personal, personal counseling, home visits, 
trips, social gatherings, and family days, parents are becoming 
more involved in their children education.
